Many  years  after  his  nimher’s  death  he 
visited  Iter  grave,  together!  with  his  little 
sister,  Tilly.

He  and  his  sister  slipped  of*  one  day,  guid-

gentle  Gipsy  mother  lay.  They  spent  the 
day  and  gathered  primroses  |nd  violets  and 
planted  them  on  the  grave,  and  knelt  down 
and  kissed  the  sacred  spot.  Mid  arose  weep- 
ing, to  find  their  way  hack  to  the  tent.  His 
nature  had  depth  to  it. 

A visit  to  Bedford,  the  hoist  of  John  Bun- 
yan,  and  also  to  his  monument,  where  the 
young  fellow  was  told  of  Bd  Ivan’s  life  and 
work  as  a minister  profou  Idly  impressed 
him.  When  he  got  back  ti  l the  wagon,  he 
asked  himself  the  question,  shall  I always 
live  in  a tent  or  shall  I became  a Christian 
and  live  for  something  dcfinijl-?  He  resolv- 
ed then  and  there  to  become  U,  Christian,  and 
determined  that  if  he  ever  pad  an  oppor- 
tunity he  would  make  a public  profession.

At  the  age  of  18  he  eonld  neither  read  nor 
write.  About  this  time  some  one  gave  him 
some  hooks — a Bible,  an  English  Dictionary, 
a iiible  dictionary;  he  responded:  “Some 
day  I will  read  them  and  be  a preacher,  too.” 
The  call  to  preach  thus  came  with  his  con- 
version. He  used  to  go  into  the  kitchens 
selling  his  wares  and  finding  the  women  and 
children  there  he  would  ask,  “Do  you  want 
nte  to'sing  for  you?”  lie  sang, 

“There  is  a fountain  filled  with  blood. 
Drawn  from  Immanuel’s  veins; 

And  sinners  plunged  beneath  that  1)1  ood 
Lose  all  their  guilty  stains.” 

And  would  then  say,  “I  have  no  mother 
hut  1 love  Jesus,  and  I am  going  to  be  his 
hoy  foroter.  ” 

General  Booth  was  the  first  man  to  dis- 
cover the  Gipsy  hoy.  He  said,  “Rodney,  I 
want  you.”  Gipsy  answered,  “I  will  go.” 
He  left  his  tent,  June,  1877,  for  evangelistic 
service  in  the  Salvation  Army.  It  was  like 
breaking  his  heart  to  leave  the  wagon.  His 
father’s  tent  was  as  dear  to  him  as  Windsor 
Castle  was  to  the  prince  of  royal  blood.  He 
left  the  people  whom  he  loved  and  who  loved 
him,  and  went  out  among  strangers  and 
strange  environments. 

4.  Gipsy— the  Miracle. 

A London  paper  said  of  him:  “One  of 
the  finest  possibilities  of  Anglo-Saxon  speech 
since  the  days  of  John  Bright.”  G.  Camp- 
bell Morgan  said:  “I  have  heard  him  speak 
day  after  day,  and  have  never  found  a flaw 
in  his  grammar  or  pronunciation.”  and  yet 
he  never  went  to  school  a day  in  his  life 

Great  crowds  thronged  the  tabernacle  at 
Birmingham  where  I heard  him  preach. 
They  came  from  every  walk  of  life — the 
learned  and  ignorant,  the  rieh  and  poor,  the 
white  and  black,  from  society  and  slums.

shall  see  heaven  oi>en  and  the  angels  of  God 
ascending  and  descending  upon  the  Son  ol 
man.”  The  largest  part  of  the  time  was 
in  undertaking  to  prove  that  Nathaniel  and 
Bartholomew  were  one  and  the  same  person, 
No  one  seemed  to  be  interested  iu  what  he 
was  saying  after  he  had  spoketo  two  or  three 
minutes  of  the  14.  I could  get  nothing  out 
of  it  myself,  and  from  the  looks  of  the  faces 
about  me,  they  seemed  t,o  be  getting  nothing. 
Nothing  iu  the  whole  service  seemed  to  mo 
to  appeal  to  the  mind  or  heart.  1 came 
away  wondering  why  the  multitudes  attend- 
ed this  costly  structure,  though,  the  great 
building  was  nothing  like  full.  From  the 
way  many  looked  around  at  the  splendid 
frescoing  and  statuary,  they,  like  myself, 
must  have  been  visitors. 

At  the  night  service  we  attefided  the  Met- 
ropolitan Tabernacle,  C.  H.  Spurgeon's  old 
ehurch.  our  own  A.  C.  Dixon  is  now  its  pas- 
tor. We  found  the  building  packed  when 
we  reached  there  at  6:30,  the  time  announced 
for  the  evening  service,  and  i^iyl  how  they 
were  singing!  When  1 told  t|ic  usher  who 
had  said  that  he  did  not  think  we  could  get 
in,  that  iny  wife  and  I were  ljroni  America, 
and  very  anxious  to  hear,  he  |<aid,  “I’ll  see 
if  I can  provide  a place  for  you  somewhere.” 
He  finally  got  two  chairs  from  the  Sunday 
School  room  and  gave  us  a seat  in  the  isle. 
The  singing  was  led  by  the  |preeeiits  and 
the  whole  oom(K>sed  of  the  choir,  and  every- 
body seemed  to  sing,  and  ho\g  one’s  heart 
did  throb!  Before  the  sermon  was  preach- 
ed by  Dr.  J.  L.  Campbell,  of  Boston,  an  ex- 
tract was  read  from  a letter  from  I’astor 
Dixon,  who  Is  ^absent  in  the  States;  from 
Ibis  one  could' feel  his  great  hejirt  throbbing 
with  love  for  hjs  people  and  yearning  for 
higher  consecration  that  hie  might  lead 
them  inth  lnrger  fields  of  service;  and  then 
there  followed  a prayer  soulful  and  worship- 
ful in  which  there  was  a tender  and  loving 
petition  offered  in  In-half  of  the  absent  pas- 
tor. and  then  followed  a sermon  of  marvcl- 


have  been  ringing  in  human  hearts  through 
all  the  centuries;  but  God  moved  his  fingers 
over  the  living  strings  of  Gipsy’s  heart  and 
there  pealed  forth  melodies  that  melted 
hearts  of  stone  and  caused  men  to  cry 
mightily  to  God  as  they  looked  up  to  him.

A SERVICE  TO  EACH 


On  Sunday,  August  24,  it  was  our  privi- 
lege to  attend  the  two  most  celebrated 
churches  in  the  city  of  London— the  St. 
l’aul’s  Episcopal,  and  the  Metropolitan  Ta- 
bernacle Baptist.  I herewith  give  a few 
facts  as  to  the  structure  of  the  first  as  taken 
from  Bacon ’8  “Up  to  Date  Guide  to  Lou- 
don:” 

“St.  Paul’s  Cathedral,  the  Cathedral  of  the 
Diocese  of  London,  is  the  most  imposing 
building  in  the  metropolis.  It  was  designed 
and  erected  by  Sir  Christopher  Wren,  iu 
place  of  the  building  which  was  destroyed  by 
the  great  fire  of  London  in  1666.  The  first 
stone  was  laid  in  1675  and  the  last  in  1710; 
it  cost  £747,954.  It  is  510  feet  long  by  225 
feet  wide,  and  2,292  feet  in  circumference. 
The  cross,  the  length  of  which  is  30  feet, 
is  elevated  404  feet  from  the  foundation. 
The  hall  weighs  5,000  pounds  and  the  cross 
3,300  pounds.  In  the  body  of  the  build- 
ing, to  which  visitors  are  admitted  free,  arc 
many  monuments  of  illustrious  persons.  The 
interior  is  being  richly  decorated  according 
to  the  original  designs  of  the  architect.  The 
fees  for  viewing  the  other  portions  pf  the 
edifice  are:  Library,  great  bell  and  geo- 
metrical staircase,  clock,  whispering  galleries 
and  the  two  outside  galleries,  6d;  hall,  Is; 
crypt.  6d.”  The  same  guide  hook  says 
only  the  following  as  to  the  Tabernacle: 

“Metropolitan  Tabernacle,  Newington.” 
Its  architecture  does  not  attract  the  modern 
eye,  and  yet  its  acoustics  charm  and  gratify 
the  ear,  for  there  is  no  difficulty  in  hearing 
every  word  spoken.  This  tabernacle  was 
built  for  the  purpose  of  speaking  forth  tin- 
word  of  truth,  so  that  its  teachings  might  In- 
made  plain  and  simple  to  all  who  come  with- 
in its  walls.  All  that  is  said  or  sung  can 
'easily  be  understood,  hut  with  my  best  ef- 
fort I could  only  catch  here  and  there  a word 
in  the  Cathedral.  At  the  morning  service 
we  attended  the  externally  beautiful  and 
costly  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral.  We  went  some 
minutes  before  the  time  announced  for  ser- 
vice, and  were  about  the  first  to  enter,  and 
we  were  given  the  best  position,  about  20 
feet  from  the  speaker’s  stand.  I was  greatly 
amazed  to  see  so  many  images,  several  dif- 
ferent ones  of  Jesus  and  a number  of  the 
saints.  There  was  very  much  in  this  Ca- 
thedral that  reminded  me  of  some  of  the 
large  Catholic  cathedrals  I visited  in  Brazil 
and  Argentina,  hut  I will  not  go  into  details 
of  this  great  building.  Its  massive  organ 
was  so  built  as  to  be  largely  hidden  from  the 
eye;  its  choir  contained  possibly  50  or  75 
boys  in  their  surplices,  besides  many  men 
and  women.  Four  gorgeously  robed  priests 
participated  in  the  reading  of  the  service.

thing  in  Christian  experience.’  To  embalm 
it  and  wrap  it  in  the  cerements  of  a creed 
or  theological  statement  is  to  eliminate  it  as 
a vital  force  in  our  Christian  life  and  work. 
Faith  is  that  which  makes  a Christian  life, 
the  beginning  of  it,  the  continuance  of  it  and 
the  consummation  of  it.  “The  just  shall 
live  by  faith,”  and  the  faith  which  is  here 
spoken  of  is  that  which  is  sound  and  healthy 
which  works  by  love,  which  performs  its 
function  in  making  the  man  all  that  he 
ought  to  be.  A horse  is  sound  when  his 
value  has  not  been  impaired  by  any  injury 
sustained,  by  a diseased  organ  or  abuse  of 
any  kind.  A man,  likewise,  is  sound  when 
every  organ  of  his  body  is  healthy,  when  it 
is  working  properly,  discharging  its  proper 
function.  A man’s  faith  is  sound  or 
healthy  when  it  makes  a whole  Christian  life, 
when  it  produces  good  morals,  righteous  con- 
duct, wholesome  desires  and  aspirations,  ac- 
tive and  efficient  service.  All  the  output 
of  a Christian’s  life,  the  tone  and  standard 
of  conduct,  his  ability  to  measure  up  to  it, 
his  fulfilling  of  all  righteousness  and  his 
worth  to  the  kingdom  and  the  world  depend 
on  the  quality  of  his  faith.  If  that  is  heal- 
thy, sound,  the  rest  will  come  in  due  time. 
The  faith  that  does  not  produce  a life  of 
obedience  of  righteousness,  of  service  is  not 
sound.  The  man  who  is  not  bringing  forth 
the  fruits  of  godliness,  who  is  not  making 
his  life  a life  of  helpful  ministry  to  others,  is 
not  sound  in  faith,  however  orthodox  his 
“creed”  may  be. 

That  this  is  the  meaning  of  the  apostles’ 
words  may  lie  seen  from  a careful  reading 
of  the  whole  connection  in  which  they  oc- 
cur. (Titus  2:2).  A previous  verse  says, 
e s a a so  ri  ign  “They  profess  that  they  know  Ood;  but  by 
their  works  they  deny  Ilim,  being  abomina- 
ble and  disobedient,  and  unto  every  good 
work  reprobate.”  And  then  follows  the 
exhortation  to  Titus  to  teaeh  the  people  the 
right  sort  of  life  to  live,  in  the  midst  of 
which  he  insists  that  they  must  be  sound  in 
faith,  in  love  and  in  patience.  To  be  sound 
or  healthy  in  these  is  to  guarantee  the  pro- 
duction of  the  other  qualities  and  service  of 
the  Christian  life.  By  all  means  let  every 
man  keep  his  faith  in  Christ,  in  God,  in  His 
word  in  good  aetive  working  condition.  To 
fail  here  is  to  fail  everywhere.  Keep  it 
busy  appropriating  the  grace  and  truth  that 
comes  by  Jesus  Christ. 
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chase  unto  God  with  Thy  bl|i|od  meu  of  every 
tribe  • • • and  they  reign  lipou  the  earth.”

Deer  Creek  and  Sunflower  Associa- 
tions, has  succeeded  in  enlisting,  some  pastor- 
less churches  to  some  degree  and  Baptist 
people  whom  he  has  organized  into  churches 
by  visitation  and  personal  contact.  What 
he  lias  done  other  missionaries  before  him 
have  done,  and  pastors  have  done  and  are  do- 
ing. Yet  none  of  these  churehes  are  meet- 
ing the  requirements  of  the  standard  "and 
likely  never  will. 

1 understand  there  is  one  church  in  Dallas. 
Texas,  which  is  truly  enlisted— the  Mask*  I 
Avenue  Baptist  church.  When  our  churches 
are  convinced  that  they  must  measure  up  t •* 
the  standard  of  giving  (which  I understand 
to  be  a tithe)  and  they  do  it.  then  will  our 
churches  be  enlisted.  This  they  will  never 
do  ns  a whole  or  in  part  until  the  Divine 
plan  of  financing  the  Lord’s  work  is  laid 
before  them  again  and  again.  That  our 
churches  reach  the  Divine  ideal,  both  pastors 
and  workers  must  tench  the  standard  of  giv- 
ing  When  our  churches  reach  the  point 
where  they  will  give  God’s  portion  all  of 
our  enlistment  problems  will  be*  solved. 

The  third  largest  contributing  church  in 
proportion  to  its  membership  in  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention,  and  the  nearest  en- 
listed church  in  the  State  is  in  the  Sunflower 
Association.  It  was  brought  up  to  the  fore- 
front  simply  through  the  preaching  of  the 
tithes.

Add  to 
the  above  an  average  of  $250  per  annum  for 
expenses,  and  we  have  invested  in  luxury 
and  pleasure  in  this  one  item  $12,500  or

The  meeting  at  the  church, 
whether  for  saving  sotlls,  or  raising  money 
for  religious  purposes,  stands  |*oor  show  with 
a moving  picture  show] 

The  circus,  though  not  as  el  *an  as  some 
other  things,  comes  alopg  and  the  multitude* 
go  with  a hearty  good  will  Their  money, 
also,  goes  ifi  with  them.  Both  go  cheer- 
fully. 

I>et  a county  fair  he  held,  and  almost  every 
kind  of  a fake  scheme  is  in  evidence,  nnd  the 
people  gladly  put  their  jnonev  into  them,  and 
are  systematically  robhL*d  before  their  eyes. 
But  they  ae-m  to  like  it  for  they  do  the  same 
thing  over  nnd  over,  from  year  to  year. 

What  about  that  magnificent  home  into  .

Th#  history  of  the  ..cotton  crop  la 
the  boll  weevil  district  of  the  South 
for  the  year  1911  cap  already  be 
written  mad  It  caa  be  aald  that  the 
government  methods  , have  proven 
quite  beneficial  and  ae’  great  a suc- 
cess aa  baa  been  claimed  for  them 
At  no  time  have  the  agricultural  ex- 
perts claimed  that  aa  much  cotton 
can  be  raised  la  boll  weevil  districts 
as  formerly,  but  they  gave  declared 
In  Lauderdale  and  other  counties  that 
at  least  half  a crop,  often  more,  caa 
be  made  under  boll  weevil  conditions 
This  has  been  done  this  year  la  Lau- 
derdale county.  Jt  la  true  that  there 
has  not  been  more  than  half  of  the 
acreage  planted  la  Laudprdale  county 
thta  year  that  waa  planted  last  yaar. 
The  Dispatch  learns  that  where  the 
boll  weevil  waa  constantly  picked 
from  the  cotton  and  destroyed  that 
the  crop  haa  been  fairly  good.  It 
la  believed  by  the  agricultural  ex- 
perts who  have  atudled  the  boll  wee- 
vil, that  the  time  to  commence  fight- 
ing the  weevil  la  Immediately  after 
the  cotton  crop  la  gathered,  by  de- 
stroying the  stalks  andi  other  trash 
that  will  afford  hibernating  places. 
Tble  should  be  given  Immediate  at- 
tention and  may  make  the  fight 
against  the  weevil  much  easier  next 
year.  It  la  bow  generally  conceded 
that  the  beet  way  to  raise  cotton  la 
to  plant  lees  acreage  on  poll  that  will 
ordinarily  make  a fine  cotton  crop 
and  to  give  this  acreage  clone  atten- 
tion Other  paying  rfppa  can  and 
will  be  raised  to  help  out  the  cotton 
profit. — Meridian  Dispatch.
